A Study of Poverty. 

In 1903 a great sociological society 
was formed in England,—the most im- 
portant society of the kind among Eng- 
lish-speaking people, and probably in 
the world. The first volume of its 
proceedings has recently been published 
by Macmillan Company, New York. 
The scope and aims of this organiza- 
tion covers the whole phenomena of 
social relations—‘scientific, educational, 
practical; it seeks to promote investiga- 
tion, and to advance education in the 
social sciences in their various aspects 
and applications.” It proposes to afford 
“common ground on which workers 
from all fields and schools may profit- 
ably meet—geographer and naturalist, 
anthropologist and archzologist, his- 
torian and philologist, psychologist and 
moralist, all contributing their share 
towards a fuller Social Philosophy.” 
Viewed from the standpoint of the 
writer, this society promises more for 
the elevation of the human race than 
any other movement siiice S SereSs 
zation of the Christian church—the lit- 
tle band of disciples that held all things 
in common. 

Its president is Hon. James Brice, M. 
P., author of the American Common- 
wealth. Its secretary is V. V. Bradford, 
an eminent scholar. Thirty  distin- 
guished scientists form a council to 4di- 
rect its investigations. Authors of the 
following works are among the mem- 
bers of this council: Economics of Dis- 
tribution by J. A. Hobson; Evolution of 
Modern Capitalism, by the same author; 
Social Evolution, by Benjamin Kidd; 
Principles of Western Civilization, by 
the same author; Mankind in the Mak- 
ing, by H. G. Wells; the Cycle of Life 
According to Modern Science, by C. 
W. Saleeby; Annals of Politics and 
Culture, by G. P. Gooch; A Short His- 
tory of Citizenship, by H. Osman New- 
land; Epidemics, &c., by Rollo Russell; 
History of Human Marriage, by E. 
Westermark; The Village Community, 
by G. L. Gomme; Educated Working 
Women, by Miss C. FE. Collet. I men- 
tion these works and their authors to 
show the unequalled character of this 
organization and the great promise it 
holds out to those who look for a higher 
and better civilization. Its activity is 
shown by four meetings held in 1904 
and the large number of papers and 








other communications read at these 
meetings. All are issued under the 
title, Sociological Papers. 

One of these papers, written by Mr. 
Harold H. Mann, “Life in an Agricul- 
tural Village,’ must be of interest not 
only to the farmers and agricultural 
laborers of England, but also of Amer- 
ica. It occupies thirty of the very large 
pages of this volume. I propose to re- 
view it, although I realize how imper- 
fectly this may be done in the space 
allotted to me. 

The village of Ridgmont, in Bedford- 
shire county, is selected as a typical vil- 
lage of the agricultural distircts of 
England. The existing conditions of 
this village were personally investigated 
by Mr. Mann and his associates. The 
first step in the investigation was to 
ascertain the minimum cost of food, 
sold at retail, to maintain an agricul- 
tural laborer, man or woman, in nor- 
mal efficiency. This was found to be 
7114 cents per week. The calculations 
were based on the prices of the follow- 
ing articles: Flour, per Ib, 3 cents; 
oatmeal, 4 cents; suet, 6 cents; bacon, 

: ‘st; Cleese, 14 cents; butter, 24 to 
31 cents; biscuits, 8 cents; sugar, 3 
cents; cocoa, 24 cents; coffee, 24 cents; 
tea, 32 cents; potatoes, I cent; onions, 
I to 2 cents; currants, 6 cents; lard, 12 
cents; margarine, 12 cents; treacle, 6 
cents; new milk, per pint, 3 cents; skim 
or separated milk, 1 cent. 

It was found that it cost to maintain 
a boy or girl in physical efficiency, over 
16 years old, the same as an adult. To 
maintain a child from 8 to 16 in health 
and vigor, 53% cents per week. The 
next step in the investigation was to 
ascertain the cost of the necessary 
clothes of a family of agricultural la- 
borers, and sundries—fuel, light, soap, 
furniture, crockery and similar articles 
necessary for such a family. Fuel was 
estimated at 24 cents per week in con- 
sideration of the fact that wood, brush, 
thorn, ete., could be picked up at some 
seasons of the year. Another step was 
to ascertain the necessary rent of a cot- 
tage in the village. Some of these cot- 
tages were pronounced “wrteched struc- 
tures.” No new ones had been built for 
many years. The general average paid 
for a cottage of four or five rooms was 
3514 cents per week.

A further step in the investigation was 
to ascertain what other means of sup- 
port aside from labor on the adjoining 
farms were within the reach of this class 
of people. A considerable industry in 
lace making and straw plaiting had been 
carried on in the cottages. At the time 
of the investigation the earnings from 
these employments did not exceed 24 
cents per day. The usual maximum 
earning was I2 cents, “and this would 
mean very hard and constant work.” In 
connection with some of the cottages a 
pig could be kept, but this was not al- 
lowed by the Duke of Bedford unless 
special structural provision existed for 
this purpose. The estimated profit on 
a pig was $2.40. Small allotments of 
land were sometimes obtained, usually 
one-eighth of an acre. These were cul- 
tivated in potatoes and other vegetables. 
The annual profit on such an allotment 
was from $3.85 to $6.27. The investiga- 
tor recognized two kinds of poverty: 
(1) Primary—invariably caused by in- 
sufficiency of earnings, even when most 
economically applied; (2) Secondary,— 
invariably caused by vice or uneconom- 
ical~application of earnings. 

Of the 127 householders in the village, 
23 were found well above the poverty 
They were of the trading and 
54 householders, wage 
earners, were above the poverty line, 
40 householders were in primary pov- 
erty, 10 were in secondary poverty. 
Four constituted the average 
size of the families in primary poverty. 
Three and three-tenths the average size 
of those in secondary poverty. 

The author of the paper in a closing 
paragraph adds as follows: “I do not 
wish to draw conclusions in the present 
paper, but one thing I must say. The 
cry of ‘back to the land’ has a curious 
commentary in the results I have ob- 
tained. As at present existing, the 
standard of life on the land is lower 
than in the cities; the chances of suc- 
cess are less, and of poverty greater; 
life is less interesting, and the likeli- 
hood of the workhouse as a place of 
residence in Old age is the greater.”

This cry of “back to the land” is be- 
ginning to be heard in our New Eng- 
land and Northern Middle States. Are 
there not conditions here very much 
resembling those that exist in England? 
Is not the standard of life on our farms 
and among agricultural laborers lower 
than in our cities? Is it not a fact that 
our farmers, as compared with the or- 
dinary trading classes and laborers in 
our cities, are decreasing in average 
wealth and influence? It is not a di- 
vine ordinance that strong, healthy men 
and women, willing to work, shall be 
poor. Can we complacently look upon 
a civilization of which such are the re- 
sults ?

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Green Feed for Summer Drouth. 





Every dairy farmer is familiar with 
the short pasture problem that causes 
him so much trouble and loss of milk 
in midsummer, And the worst of it is 
that this large shrinkage in production 
cannot be regained when grass or green 
feed comes on again. The marked re- 
duction of milk during the few weeks 
of such a drouth is a serious loss in it- 
self, but this is but a small part of the 
total shrinkage. It inevitably extends 
to the end of that milking period with 
each animal. This is the season to con- 
sider how green feed shall be supplied 
against the time of short pasture. 

This shortage of feed comes at a 
very critical time since the cows are 
already beginning to feel the effect of 
the heat and flies, which of themselves 
quite perceptibly lessen the flow of milk. 
If the feed is cut short at the same time, 
the shrinkage is certain to be large. A 
continous supply of green feed through- 
out the summer is equally essential to 
the successful development of young 
and growing animals. 

The common objection to complete 
soiling is the great amount of labor in- 
volved, which in this country is both 
expensive and difficult to obtain. How- 
ever, if one is to attempt to produce 
milk economically, the soiling question 
cannot be overlooked entirely. It is the 
purpose of this article to set forth some 
of the points in favor of partial soil- 
ing over complete or no soiling. 

NEED AS GREAT AS IN WINTER. 

Pastures, especially blue-grass, grow 
very luxuriantly in spring and furnish a 
great amount of feed, and then are 
largely dormant during July and Au- 
gust, especially if the moisture is cut 
short. They start up again when the 
fall rains come and furnish much feed 
for a time. Since this is the nature of 
grass, a pasture will carry much more 
stock during spring, early summer, and 
fall than in the dry weather of midsum- 
mer. Every argument that can be ad- 


vanced for providing feed for winter 
will apply to supplying feed for this 





critical summer period. This is indeed 
the severest time of the year to main- 
tain the milk flow on a well-equipped 
dairy farm. All good dairymen will 
provide green feed for this trying 
period. 

NO ADVERSE PERIODS. 

The milk flow diminishing at this 
time of year is sute to be a great loss 
because the yield once reduced can- 
not be restored. The stibsequent flow 
during any period of lactation will de- 
pend upon the éxtent of decline during 
unfavorable conditions. To get the best 
vield, there must be no adverse periods. 
To secure these conditions, an abund- 
ance of feed must be supplied at all sea- 
sons of the year. By helping the past- 
ure out during the dry season with par- 
tial soiling, the cattle not only have 
better feed but more stock can be car- 
ried on a given area than by pasture 
alone. 

LET .THE GRASS GROW. 

The way to have grass is to let it 
grow. Where pasture is kept closely 
cropped from early spring, the breath- 
ing leaf surface of the grass is great- 
ly reduced ,the result being that the 
total growth for the season is ttucli 
diminished. Pasture should be allowed 
to get a good start tn the spring before 
the stock is turfned onto it. Here is 
where a majority of farmers make a 
serious mistake. Rye sown in the corn 
after the last cultivation will furnish 
an abundance ott te in the fall 
and early in the spring, and in this way 
save the pasture. : 

Feed may be supplied for this criti- 
cal period in two ways. Either by 
growing some crop that cat be pas- 
tured off by turning on the ¢ows a 
short time each day or by cutting the 
crop and hauling to the cows in the 
stable, yard, or pasture. The former 
method is the more economical of labor 
but there is greater waste of feed and 
it requires either a small field or some 
temporary fencing. 

Such crops should be planted as will 
mature in proper succession with each 
in its best stage of growth, insuring a 
continous supply of green feed during 
the diry season. 

CORN THE MOST PRACTICAL. 

For central and northern Illinois there 
is no crop generally grown that will 
produce more feed to the acre than 
corn, and by planting a ‘small quantity 
of a very early variety, together with 
the general crop, corn may be had in 
the proper condition for feeding from 
July 15th until frost. ‘There are several 
early varieties that will mature for feed- 
ing in from sixty to seventy-five days 
after planting. (Corn should not be fed 
too young. When it is nearly full 
height, it contains only one-third as 
much nutriment as when in the roasting- 








ear stage. To plant a very early variety 
of corn for the first feeding, and later 
to feed from the general crop, seems to 
be the easiest and most practical solu- 
tion of this soiling question on most 
farms. 


LEGUMES NEEDED ALSO." 

Some other crop should be fed in con- 
nection with corn, to balance the ration 
and afford variety. Leguminous crops 
as clover, alfalfa, Canada peas, cowpeas, 
soja beans, etc., are especially valuable 
for this purpose, being unusually rich 
in nitrogenous ingredients which are so 
essential to dairy cows. 

(Cowpeas and soja beans give a large 
amount of valuable forage, furnishing 
feed from the first of Auguest until 
frost. Oats and ‘Canada peas yield well. 
They are not in condition to feed for 
more than two or three weeks but the 
supply may be lengthened by sowing at 
different dates. If more feed has been 
grown than can be fed green, it may be 
made into hay of excellent quality. 
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If the pastures are short and no al- 


lowance has been made for green feed, 
cut corn from the regular crop if it is 
near the roasting-ear stage, as it will 


bring the best of returns. Never, under 
and consideration, allow stock to go 
hungry and suffer losses incident to 


shortened feed at this time which is for 
every reason the most trying season for 
the live stock.

Summary of efficial Records from 
April rto Aprile, 1906. 


Unless otherwise mentioned. these 
records are for a period of seven con- 
secutive days. They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Agl. 
Colleges and Experiment Stations, and 
their accuracy is vouched for by them; 
no private records are reported by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. 

During the period from April Ist to 
April 9, 1906, records for 96 cows have 
been accepted. All made seven, and 
six made thirty-day records. The ave- 
rages by ages were as follows: 

Twenty-six full aged cows averaged: 
age, 7 years, 5 months, 23 days; days 
from calving, 22; milk, 463.1 lbs.; per 
cent fat, 3.37; fat, 15.615 lbs. Sixteen 
four-year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 
5 months, 27 days; days from calving, 
20; milk, 448.1 Ibs.; per cent fat, 3.33; 
fat, 14.938 lbs. Twenty-one three-year- 
olds averaged: age, 3 years, 6 months, 
19 days; days from calving, 23; milk, 
395.5 lbs.; per cent fat. 3.37; fat, 13.347 
Ibs. Twhirty-three heifers classed as 
two-year-olds averaged: age, 2 vears, 
4 months, 9 days; days from calving, 
30; milk, 304.6 lbs.; per cent fat, 3.3; 
fat, 10.107 Ibs. 

This herd of ninety-six animals, 
which on account of the large propor- 
tion of heifers averaged young in years, 
produced in seven consecutive days 
37.507.5 Ibs. milk containing 1,259.738 
lbs. fat; an average of 3.35 per cent fai. 
The H.-F. Association never counts five 
heifers as equal to three cows, but 
counts every heifer as one milking ani- 
mal, and the average production for 
each of these ninety-six animals was 
391.3. Ibs. milk, containing 13.122 Ibs. 
fat. The fat would be equivalent to 
15 1-3 lbs. of best creamery butter per 
week, and the milk to 55.9 lbs., or about 
27 quarts per day. 

Among the many fine records pre- 
sented in this issue of the Official Re- 
ports, that of the cow Vander Lei Su- 
perb 2nd stands out prominently, with 
659 lbs. milk containing 23.127 lbs. but- 
ter fat, showing an average of 3.51 per 
cent fat. Her thirty-day record, of 
2,612.2 lbs. milk containing 91.335 Ibs. 
butter fat, is practically the same as for 
the seven days in per cent fat. Here 
we have a cow in a herd used as pro- 
ducers of milk for city consumption that 
actually produced in 30 consecutive 
days about 1,300 quarts of milk averag- 
ing 3.5 per cent fat. This cow is in the 
mining regions of Pennsylvania, where 
milk can be sold for 5¢ per quart; so 
that her earnings for the 30 days were 
about $65. As the fat produced would 
make nearly 107 lbs. of best creamery 
butter, or could be sold as cream, leav- 
ing a large amount of skim milk for 
calves or pigs, it is evident that such 
cows are all-round dairy cows. and 
bring in a fine income under any system 
of dairying. Men with H.-F. cows are 
never thrown out of business by changes 
in market conditions; they can satisfy 
any kind of a market. 

While the record of 599.7 Ibs. milk 
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containing 20.412 lbs. butter fat made 
by Nora Inka Pietertje is overshadow- 
ed, it is nevertheless very fine; while 
Hillside Agnes and Susie DeKol Paul 
each produced about 18 lbs. butter fat. 
Among the four-year-olds. Langtry De- 
Kol, 19.02 Ibs. fat from 520.9 Ibs. milk, 
and ‘Pontiac Abbekerk, 17.052 Ibs. fat 


‘from 587.1 lbs. milk, lead the one class; 


while Allie Mona DeKol, 17.772 Ibs. fat 
from 490.8 lbs. milk, and Frenesta Hen- 
gerveld DeKol, 17.514 lbs. fat from 
419.3 Ibs. milk, lead the other. Among 
the three-year-olds, we have Nasica De- 
Kol, 16.425 Ibs. fat from 483.1 lbs. milk, 
and Lady Hartog DeKol 16.192 lbs. fat 
from 527.4 lbs. milk in the one class; 
and Hillside Annie Russell, 16.547 Ibs. 
fat from 507.7 lbs. milk in the other. 

The two-year-olds as a body show up 
finely, and the leaders of the older class 
are Shadeland Plum DeKol, 16.833 lbs. 
fat from 502.4 lbs. milk, Oxford Maud, 
14.917 lbs. fat from 361.3 lbs. milk, and 
Urmagelsche 2d A, 14.262 Ibs. fat from 
339 «lbs. milk. ‘Flanders Mercedes 
Korndyke is prominent in the younger 
class, with 13.349 lbs. fat from 373 Ibs. 
milk; while Beaut- Rauwerd Henger- 
veld and Quoque Clothilde Beets both 
exceed the 12 Ib. mark.
